WiixAi Lord Roberts hai^ doubtless still 
further advanced and by.fipw is, eJltlM' 
engaging or following the retreating 
BoerB. Definite dispatchrs received 
make it clear that the Vaal river has 
not yet been crossed, as nearly 40 
miles Intervene between it and Lord 
Roberts advance flankers. 

The small numbcV of casualties sus- 
tained by General Hamilton In his oc- 
cupation of Hellbron bears out the 
theetrt thtft the ^oers will m^ke; no 
Btrrauoifs r^Iat^nce until the Vaall is 
reached or until even later. 

Dispatches from Heilbron say the 
Boor Gsaeral Dewet bad 4,000 men 
postsd on an adjacent hill, but that he 
retired when General Hamilton ap- 
proached. President Steyn fled from 
Heilbron May 20, and his destination 
la not known.

Washington, May 23.— The anti-can- 
teen bill which has attracted wide- 
spread attention and against which the 
militai^ authorities reeeiitly reported 
was ordered favorably reported by the 
house committee on military affairs 
with an amendment which will exclude 
liquor from the capitol and other pub- 
lic bnlldlngs.

. Mew York, May 23.— The matter of 
injunctions that have recently been is 
sued against the Clgarmakers' union 
forbidding it to picket tbe factories of 
manuflicturers whose employes have 
struck, and forbidding It also to p:.y 
strike benefits to the strikers has been 
fallen up by the Social Reform club, 
which listened to a report made by its 
committee on InJunctlOila composed of 
John Brooks Leavitt. Earnest H. Cros- 
by, Mornay Wlllams, John D. Kernan 
and John Frankenhelmer. 

The report was read by Mr, Leavitt 
and contained the following recom 
mendatlons: That an attempt be made 
to obtain concerted action throughout 
the country in favor of urging upon 
the national and state legislatures the 
passage of acts provldihg: 

(1) — That Injunctions shall not be 
Issued against any but parties to the 
action, their afents, servants and at- 
torneys. 

(2) — That when an Injunction, how- 
ever valid In part, prohibits the lawful 
use of the highway or the right of free 
speech or lawful combination to ad- 
vance joint Interests it shall be void 
in toto. 

(8)— That all persons who are 
charged with disobedience of an in- 
junction in respect to matter which 
might be tbe subject of an indictment 
ihaU have the rl|^ to demand a trhtl 
by Jury upon Issues (tf feet to be prop- 
erly framed. 

(4)— That whenever the question 
wnether injunction peding an action 
•honld be granted In 4 hbor dispute 
dependa upon the determination of 
questions of fact arising on conflicting 
affidavits either side shall have the 
right to demand that a Jury be forth- 
with empaneled to try the eame npon 
Issues properly settled. 

And lastly that It be recommended 
to labor organizations to have the 
questions arising under existing law 
carried to the higher courts under tbe 
direction of the general body In each 
trade rather than of local associations, 
to the end that any usurpation of ju- 
dicial power in any corner of the land, 
however distant and obs^i:^ may be 
effeettttUy mkrtiliM «!td brootht to 
Ugbt. 

Mr. Crosby expressed the opinion 
that the power of injunction was a 
tremendous poWer to give to Jndges 
and enabled them to use It In a tyran- 
nical manner. 

In the speaker's opinion the respect 
due to a law depended upon what it 
was. If It had been pased by 85,000 
votes it was not entitled to resp. ct. 
There was danger in this country in 
respecting things that did not deserve 
respect. There was great usurpation 
by the federal courts. Their Jurisdic- 
tion was limited and the people should 
that It was not extended. Mr. 
Crosby said he noticed that judges 
were nearly always on the side of the 
capitalists and not on the elde of the 
laborers.

A New Note ient to Porte. 
Constantinople. May 23.— Tbe Unit- 
ed Statee legation having vainly wait- 
ed four weektf, for a reply to the note 
of April 24, regarding the American 
Indemnity claims, Mr. Lloyd C. Gris- 
com. United Statee charge d'affaires, 
landed to Tewllk Pasha, minister of 
foreign affairs a new note, couched in 
more precise terms and insisting upon 
prompt settlement. The note pro- 
duced a great Impreslon as the porte 
thought the matter postponed. It not 
abandoned. It is believed that tlic 
United States will not wait so long 
this time for an answer, American in- 
dulgence thus far having made a sat- 
isfactory Impression upon the porte. 

A Nervy Train Crew. 
Oakland, Cal., May 23.— A train of 
box ears laden with merchandise in- 
cluding a large quantity of dynamite 
and black powder caught fire In the 
rallroa^J yards here. There was a scarc- 
ity of water and though facing almost 
certain death the firemen and train 
hands coupled the cars to switch en- 
gines and drawing them under the 
tank used for filling the boilers of lo- 
comotlvee sifcoeeded In extinguishing 
the flamee before an etploelon occur- 
red. The roof of a car containing sev- 
eral tons of dynamite was burned 
through. 

Want Support Not Poiltles. 
Washington, May 23.— Mr. Fischer, 
one of tbe Boer envoys, speaking of 
their general plans for the future said 
it was their parpoee to vlelt 10 or 12 
principal cities of the United States 
and explain to tbe people whatever 
they might wish to know of tbe Boer 
cause. They were, he said, parUcular- 
ly anxlenii fo avoid even the eimhiahee 
of taking any part In American poli- 
tics. They came to plead with the 
whole American people for sympathy 
and support. The clUes whiofa they 
win visit have not yet been deter- 
mined.

Washington, y 23.— The war de- 
partment has received a report from 
Brigadier General Theodore Schwas, 
United States Volunteers, dated on the 
transport Thomas at sea. May 12, 1900, 
in which he submits a thorough n virw 
of the state of affairs in the Philip- 
pines up to the time of his departure 
from Manilla on April 16 last, making 
particular reference to what he be- 
lieves to be tho irretrievable collapse 
of the Filipino Insurrection as a whole, 
and expressing the conviction that if 
left alone, the Filipinos would soon 
demonstrate their absolute inability to 
govern themselves. 

"The principal islands, ' he says, 
"are now as never before held with an 
iron grip by the millUry. In Luxon all 
the Interior as well as all the coast 
towns of Importance, are occupied by 
American troops." 

General Schwan states that the sole 
hope entertained by the insurgents for 
a revival of the insurrection, lies in the 
supposition that tho United States 
troops will be obliged to abandon 
many of their present positions at the 
opening of tbe wet season, owing to 
tbe inability to secure stipplles during 
that period and also "In the posibility 
of victory for the anti-expansion party 
In tbe coming presidential campaign. 

General Schawan says tbe insurgents 
think that such a victory will mean the 
withdrawal of all the military forces. 

"With tbe e.xception of the savage 
mountain tribes and tbe numerous 
bands of brigands." says the report, 
the great majority of both the edu- 
cated and peasant classes in the Thil- 
ipplnes heartily desire a restoration of 
peace and cnler under American rule. 
Tbe many bands of robbers and brig- 
ands form si dfsjoldted nucleus for a 
prospective reconcentration of insurg- 
ent forces and the renewed prosecution 
of the rebellion." 

Continuing, the report says: "In- 
deed, theee guerilla bands and their 
depredations constitute all that Is im- 
plied by the 'Philippine Insurrection,' 
.'IS it now exists, the leaders, militiry 
and political, of this 'forlorn hope' 
realising that, should they allow the 
insurgent movement to die its natural 
death, the American rule to be firmly 
t^tablished, they would have to aban- 
don forever their present positions of 
influence and be relegated to their 
former obscurity." 

The operations of troops and the 
IKiciflcation of thi' towns not yet sub- 
dued will be carried on regardless of 
the rainy season, as stated above. 

In concluding his report General 
Schwan says: "The most serious ob- 
stacl.^ in the way of the complete paci- 
fication of the islands now lies In the 
mutual distrust between the troops and 
the InhablUnts. This I believe wiU 
disappear after ea.;h cla?s becomes 
more thoroughly ac(iuaint*d with the 
other and tbe benefits to be derived 
from an Intimate relationship with the 
military becomes appreciated by the 
natives. On tbe other hand tbe work 
cut out for 'lie troops will be greatly 
facilitated when they gain the con- 
fidence of the well-disposed natives. 
When the latter find the troops have 
come to stay, they undoubtedly will re- 
sist the exactions of the robber bands, 
turn about and assist the American 
troops in ferreting out their haunts 
and plans and the days of this guerilla 
rebellion will be nttttbered." 

Twen^-lSro Miners Killed. 

Raleigh, N. C, May 2.— Twenty-two 
miners, 10 white men and 12 negroes 
lost their lives in an explosion at Cum- 
nock coal mines, Chatham county, N. 
0.. The esploelon oecinrred at 4:30 p. 
m., and Is supposed to have been caus- 
ed by a broken gauze in a safety lamp. 
The accident was In what is known as 
the east heading and between 40 aniS 
60 men were in the nilne at the time. 
Five were broupht out alive from the 
east heading, while none of the ipen ill 
the other parts o( the aMe were !»• 
jured.

Finley and 
Powara ware the promottrk Gov. Tay 
lor finally agreed. 

The idea had not been entirely aban 
doned when Henry E. Youtaey approach 
ed W. H. Culton, a olerk in tha Andltor'a 
offlea, an^ told bim bow *my it would 
be to shoot Goebel as he came to the 
Senate chaml>er. The escape to the eel 
lar and then out waa oaay. Finley and 
Powers were appriiad of tbia; GoT. Tay- 
lor was not. 

Youtsey was a crack shot, but when 
asked to do the work, demurred. 

Caleb and John Powers and Charles 
Itnley and others then arranged a meet- 
ing to be held at London, Laurel Ooonty, 
on Sanday, Janaary 28. Tha meeting 
was held. The killing' was arranged to 
take place on Monday, January 29. For 
aoma raaaoa Jim Howard, who wai te 
fire the shot, remaiaad om at tba booaa 
of Bev. White. 

"Howard did aot got in ontU Taeeday 
He left the train, walked to the Execu- 
tive building, and there final arrange- 
ments were made which led to the firing 
of the shot that killed Senator Goebel 

"The proaecution further expects to 
prove that Senator Goebel was killed by 
a bullet from a Marlin rifle; that the 
rifie had belonged to Tontaey; that 
Youtsey had raffled it ofT, and that when 
the fatal shot waa fired it belonged to 
Grant Bobarta; that Youtaey aecretly 
obtained possession of it, and as secretly 
put it back in the cellar of the Executive 
building. 

"Tha proaecution expects to prove by 
Senator Alexander, of Ivouisville, that he 
was in Gov. Taylor's ollice when the 
shot waa fired, that Gov. Taylor drew a 
revolver and ran out of the office ; that 
George Hemphill, one of the clerks in 
the Assistant Secretary of State's office, 
saw Gov. Taylor trying the door leading 
info the Secretary of State's office and 
heard him say it was "a shame the door" 
waa locked. 

' Gov. Taylor's action, the prosecution 
will hold, is expected to prove con- 
clusively that Gov. Taylor knew from 
what office the shot came. 

"Ihe prosecution expects to j)rove that 
Jim Howard and Henry E. Youtsey were 
the onlf^occupants of the Secretary of 
State's office, and that the shot was fired 
eitiier by Howard or Y'ontsey, while the 
man that fired tbe shot waa!reollning on 
a lounge, with the bntt of the rifle raa^ 
ing on a lonnKe beneath the second win- 
dow from the west end of the Executive 
building and tha barrel resting on the 
window sill. 

"The prosecution expects further to 
prove that aavaral daya aftar the ahoot- 
ing Youtsey went to Oulton and offered 
him money to leave the State ; that Yout- 
sey said that Taylor wanted him to leave ; 
that Culton went with Youtaey to Gov. 
Taylor and asked him why his absence 
was desirable, and that Gov. Taylor said: 
"Don't say anything more about it."
